The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: *The 
comparisions in the specification show improved results over closest specifically 
disclosed silver grains of the prior art ( e.g. 6258522 , EP1262825, 6242168 ) which 
generically disclose grains of the claims but not by example or selection of only 
preferred diameters , thickness and aspect ratio ranges.**.
